College. 


Boys! Club Work 


During January, the Agents have been busy with their club enrollment 
work with special emvhasis on securing new members. 1,240 boys have 
ento1Le.. 


The goal this year is 3,000 club members with a 75 per cent comple- 
tion. 


The following extracts are taken from the dAgents' January reports: 


Chatham County: B. 8. Adams, Agent, reported: "Ten visits made to 
schools to enroll boys and to get them interested and started in 
this year's club work. All of these schools have had clubs before, 
but it was a matter of re-organizing and getting up new interest. 
Seven clubs were re-organized and presented programs. There were 
148 boys in these meetings. Six of these clubs were corn clubs and 
one garden club. Plans are being made to organize one pouliry 

club through one of the schools at Thunderbolt. The teacher here 
has a demonstration in poultry and is very anxious to line his boys 
up and have them furnished with eggs for setting from the College 
farm, Wea widl be the comunity leader in this project." 


Dougherty County: Wm. R. King, Agent, reported: "Twenty-eight club 
members nave been enrolled in club work and contracts prepared and 
Signed by boys' parents or guardian for cotton and corn. Five pure 
bred pigs distributed and an order placed for two others. One set- 
ting of eggs placed with poultry club member. One conference held 
with supoly merchant who has promised to supply club members on 
notes this year." 


Liberty County: Jas. 0. Ralston, Agent, reported: "Club members 
enrolled 200; clubs organized, 18. Most of the boys in these olubs 
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have lined up for the different project phases, such as, corn, 
cotton, sweet potato, poultry and pig. Ten leaders secured in 
poultry and corn projects. The club members show unusual interest 
in the clubs this year. We accept this as a hopeful sign relative 
to the success of junior club work for 1929." 


Peach-Houston Counties: 0. §. O'Neal, agent, reported: "Fifteen 
club boys have olianted their wheat and it is up and looking fine. 
Held field meeting on one plat and brought out the importance of 
planting wheat and the plans to get a good stand. To date, three 
new clubs have been organized; have trained a team of club boys 
to give a demonstration in killing hogs and the curing of meats. 
Re-organized ten clubs ,which are beginning work for the new year". 


Randolph County: J. P. Powell, Agent, reported: "Six demonstra- 
tions were conducted in the home vegetable garden in the vnrepara- 
tion of the seed bed, reaching twenty homes and farmers. As a 
result of these demonstrations, and on Visiting one of my.ciup 
boys, Iverson White, a few days ago, I found him conducting a 
demonstration in the garden at the home of one of his neighbors." 


Sumter County; E. Stallworth, Agent, reported: "Trained three 
teams in judging corn, hogs, and poultry. One meeting for the 
purpose of re-organizing club boys was held. Held one health 
meeting and gave health talks in each of the six rural schools 
visited." 


Ware-Pierce Counties; Alexander Hurse, Agent, reported: "Seven 
club meetings were held during the month where club members were 
instructed along the lines of their demonstrations. All club 
members are very enthusiastic over their club work. 


"Pig Clubs: Two nure bred spotted Poland China pigs were bought 
this month for club boys. Seventeen boys have their pigs with ~ 
ten of them being pure bred pigs, costing one hundred dollars." 


Washington County: T. W. Brown, Agent, reported: "Thirty-five 
cluod members were enrolled for 1929."

Laurens County - Agent reported: "Two new clubs organized. We 
have stressed the value of winter gardens, Five members who have 
never cared about gardens in winter have planted garden peas and 
onions. 300 cabbage plants were set. Two potato plats nave been 
*tnoroughly prepared and ready for planting. Two demonstrations 
were given in housing and feeding for egg production. Garedn pro- 
ducts sold $3.00. Canned products $2.15. Poultry and eggs $12.00.. 
Dairy products ¢43.00. Milk cow and two calves $50.00." 


Peach-Houston Counties - Agent reported: "Fifteen gardens have 
oéen, planted. Adult cluo members planted caboage, Englisn seas, anc 
putlonion sets. 150 adult club members have turnips and collards. 
The club members are serving more vegetabtes in their diets. The 
"sar-round.garden was discussed at four adult club meetinzs, and al. 
of the adult club members have pledged themselves to grow-year 
csardens,

Home Poultry: Nine hundred and eighty-four baoy chicks and 14 
suineas were repotted hatched during the month. 1358 dozen egzs Were 
Collected, 7 pure bred hens, 1 Rhode Island Re® Cockerel : and 500 
baby chicks reported bought in January. 


Glynn County - Agent reported: "Two years ago, one poultry demon. 
Strator started out with 9 hens and 18 pullets of the scrub type. 
She was urged to develop a pure stock. Today this demonstrator has 
a flock of 15 pure bred hens, 8 pullets and 2 cocks that stand out 
as a poultry demonstration. Three of tne demonstrators are develop- 
ing their stock in like manner. 


Newton County - Agent reported: "The raising of poultry is on the 
increase and 40 hens were set during the month, 287 egzs collected 
and $23.00 worth of poultry produce sold." 


Chatham County - Agent reported: "Every effort is being used to 
stress tae importance of owning a good flock of pure bred poultry. 
Four flocks were improved this month by purchasing pure ored roos- 
ters. Fifty chicks were hatched this month and twenty dozen of ege" 
were gathered."

Conference was held in 
Dublin on January 4. The meeting was well attended by farmers 
and their wives who made very interesting reports of work done 
by them last year and they also stated their plans for 1929, 


Agent T. W. Brown, Washington County, was present and pave a 
demonstration. Prof. Merritt, Millville Rosenwald School also 
gave a demonstration; and Prof. Ison, Principal of the Dublin 
High School gave a fine talk to the farmers. Rev. Clarke, 

one of the Dublin pastors, was present and gave a very sound and 
helpful talk to the people. 


Miscellaneous Community Work 


Chatham County agent reported: "The Ladies' Home Demonstration 
Council held two meetings during the month. In these meetings 
plans and goals were set for the year. The Council is rendering 
excellent service by assisting in carrying out a real program of 
work in the county. A Prize of $2.50 in gold will be awarded 
by the Council at the end of the year to the preseident who siimu- 
lates the greatest interest in her community. The different leader 
are deeply interested with the project and much enthusiasm is veir; 
aroused in the different communities. Each club is working to help 
its president win." 


Laurens County agent reported:" Organized 3 new 48H clubs. Thewe 
new club embers are very proud that they have had the opportunity 
of becoming club members, and they pledged themselves to do all 

in their power to make the best better. . 


Girls' Club Work 


Bibb County: "One junior club (Central City) was organized with 
27 members. This makes the total enrollment 630 junior club 
members." 


Carroll County: "Gardening: 350 cabbage plants and 150 onion sets 
have been set out. Poultry; collected 12 dozen eggs; sold $4.50 
worth of eggs and $5.93 worth of chickens. Home Dairy; collected 
910 gallons of milk; 535 pounds of butter; sold $2.55 of milk and 
$6.70 worth of butter. 3250 drinking cups have been placed this 
month; 4 medicine cabinets; 100 homes and 56 yards were cleaned; 
15 tooth brushes bought; 8 quilts washed; 12 windows washed; gave 
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«3 health talks on: care of eyes, teeth and cleanliness. 2 demonstra- 
tions in cake baking; 1 demonstration in bread making.

1 demon- 
stration was given in candy making; 4 dresses made by juniors; 4 
undesghirts made; 1 coat made over; 3 club aprons made and 3 caps 
made® 


Lautens County: "Held 8 junior meetings. 4 other meetings were report- 
ed held with an attendance of 63. 1 demonstration was given in chair 
caning, 2 chairs caned. 3 caps were made, 20 dresses, 15 aprons, 1 
jacket and 5 new rugs made. 2 method demonstrations were given in 
cooking. Organized 38 poultry clubs 20 members. These members will 
grow pure bred chicks and study the care and feeding of baby chicks. 
Stressed planting fruit trees with advanced members. Enrolled 

41 boys, who will have growing projiects. 15 of these boys have brok- 
en up their plats. They have Gees instructed to harrow land after 
each rain for successful crops. First lesson given boys on project 
was the study of kinds of soil." 


Liberty County: "8 junior club embers made club aprons, 6 towels made, 
le dresser saarfs and table clothes made. 12 bed sheets and 6 pairs 
of pillow cases made." 


Paulding County: "The club girls have met and have learned club son 
and yells. They talked over the program for the first yenr and seco 
year's work with the agent. They planned to have better bedrooms 
this year. Every club girl has made plans for her year-round garden. 
Health talks have been given to the club girls this month.
